It is also fully justified by the 
nature of the financial crisis, which, 
under the operation of the Act of Con 
gress of February 28, 1878, is now close 
at hand. 
By a compliance with the re 


quirements of that law all the vaults o: 
the Federal Treasury have been aud are 
heaped fall of silver coins whioh are 
now worth less than 85 per cent, of the 
gold dollar prescribed as "the unit 
of value," and which, with the silver 
certificates representing such coin, are 
receivable for nil public dues.

thus receivable, while also constantly in 
creasing in quantity 
at the rate ol 


$28,000,000 a year, it has followed, 
necessity, that the flow of gold into ths 
Treasury bus been steadily diminished 
Silver and t-ilver certificates have dis- 
placed and are now displacing fold, and 
the sum of gold in the Federal Treasury 
now available for tho payment of the 
gold obligations of tho United States 
notes called "greenbucka," if not al- 
ready encroached upon, is perilously 
near such eucrachment. 


These are facts Which, us they do 


not admit of difference of opinion, call 
fur no aigumuut. They have benu fore- 
warned to us in the official reports uf 
every Secretary of tbe Treasury from 
1878 
until 
now. They tire plainly 


affirmed in tha last December report of 
the present Secretary of the Treasury 
to the Speaker of the present House of 
Representatives. They appear in the 
official documents ett thin Congress and 
in the records of the New York Clearing 
House, of 
which the Treasury is a 


member, and through which tbe bulk of 
the receipts and payments of tho Foderal 
Government and of the country pass. 


These being the facts of our present 


condition, jQur danger and our duty to 
avert that danger would seem to be 
plain. I hope that you concur with me 
and with the great majority of our 
fellow-citixens in deeming it most desir- 
able at the present juncture to maintain 
and continue in use the mass of our 
gold coin as well as the mass of silver 
already coined. This ia possible by a 
present snsppnsion of the purchase and 
coinage of silver. I am not aware that 
by any other method it is possible.

ia of momentous importance to prevent 
the two metals from parting company; 
to prevent the increasing displacement 
of gold by the increasing coinnge of sil- 
ver; to prevent the disuse of gold in the 
Custom Houses of tho United States in 
the daily business of the people—to 
prevent the ultimate expulsion of gold 
by silver. Such a financial crisis an 
these events would certainly percipitate, 
were it now to follow upon so long a 
period of commorcial depression, would 
involve the people of every city and 
evory State in the Union in a prolonged 
and disastrous trouble. The revival of 
business enterprise and prosperity, so 
ardently desired and apparently so nenr 
woulii be hopelessly postponed. Gold 
would be withdrawn to its hoarding 
places, and an unprecedented contraction 
in the actual volume of our curroncy 
would speedily take pluce. Saddest of 
al!, in every work-shop, mill, factory, 
store and on every railroad and farm the 
wnges of 
labor, already depressed, 


would suffer still further depression by 
a scaling down of the purchasing power 
of every so-called dollar paid into the 
tinnd of toil. From these impending 
calamities it is surely a most patriotic 
and greatfnl duty of the representatives
